(the five Central i^ricarv countries of Guatemala, £^ Salvador, Honduras, 
Hicaraguft, Costa Rica, and Panama) were without hooks ef any kind.

Manuscripts are developed 
in the regional ODECA/ROCAP center in San Salvador with the financial support 
of RCXaiP and the books are produced in the needed Quantities in each of the 
countries. Each book produced becomes the official textbook for each cou^ttry 
without an: national variations in the region. The specific objective of 
this project is an integral part of the overall goal of integration of the 
Central Aiaer ice i^ion - a goal which presupposes that regional coopera- 
tions over a to spectrum of developiaent activities is the most effective 
way to achieve econos&ic and social progress in the fiwfi l l countries of 
Central America.

gram is lji5>lemented through LASPAU Inc., a voluntary association of 
and Latin American colleges and universities. LASPAU scholars are chosen 
on the basis of having successfully conrpleted a mlnlTiron of a bachelors 
degree 9 high scholastic standing^ financial needs, cooipetency and willingness 
to learn English, and dedication to pursue a teaching or research career 
at the university level. In general, scholars receive tram 1-2| years of 
traJjxlng to ccnoplete a Master *s or higher degree. Ujpon caapletlon of their 
studj programs they return to their hcaoelands and are assigned to full-time 
facxaty positions on the staff of the sponsoring institution. 



ProgTfi^^^s to Date ; 

There are currently 528 students from I8 countries enrolled in 174 United 
States universititfs in 38 states . Escpenses of the program are divided among 
the U.S. Universities, A.I. D., and the host countries. 

The academic performance of LASPAU students^ h^ the end of 

the first year of the program, fifty percent of the students nere averaging 
honor grades only fonr percent had failii^ grades. Sixty-six percent of the 
LASPAU students are in science and technology courses . The others are 
divided between teacher training, educational administration ^ agriculture 
and the social sciences. -
